By this Refolution, 
the Emperour deciareshe is defirous that the Affairs 
of Religion fhould be re-eftablifhed, by the Ele€or 
of Mentz on the foot they were at the Conclufion of 
the Treaty of Baden ; and by the Ele€or Palatine as 
they were at the time he took Poffeffion of his 
Eleétorate ; that is to fay, for what regards the new 
‘Grievances, of the Proteftants: As to. the old 
Grievances, his Imperial Majefty will wait for the 
Opinions of the States of the Empire, before he gives 
his Determination upon them. Count Erdoedy, who. 
is nominated by his Imperial Majefty to go his Ambaf- 
fadour to Poland, wil! repair thither at the time of the 
fitting of the General Diet, and remain there till it 
rifes; and as in all likelihood the Affair’ of the Succef- 
fion of that Crown wil] be brought into Deliberation, 
it is not doubted this Minifter will be charged with 
fome Inftruftions on that Head.
